INTERESTING LETTER FROM A 
“GORDON HIGHLANDER.

The following extremely interesting letter 
has been reccived by the relatives in Leith of 
a Gordon Highlander :—, § ; 

“Came, LapysMITH, Noverber roth, 1899. 

“[ now take the opportunity of writing you. 
Lcould not write when I wrote to—, but now 
Lhave time, and am writing with a Boer's pen 
that 1 pot when we, routed them out the other 
day. I shall tell you all aboutit;‘l never want 
to be in the like again. ° Dargai wasa picnic 
to it,and we fought well shoulder ta shoulder. 
It makes one proud of oneself to think that one 
ina Scotsman and fought aswe did, seeing our 
comrades mowed down by our side as they 
were at mine, The Boers had a, splendid 
position, and. they fought, well, but the 
K Gordons” fame travelled faster than we did. 
We got abou fifty or sixty prisoners. 1 got 
two.” Then we got three more between two of 
us, and one of those 1 got wi s adjutant of the 
force we fought against. He asked me how 
we, got through the fire, and Ytold him dis- 
cipline and courage. He said he felt honoured 
to be taken prisoner by’ong of the world-faimed 
Gordons. The Boers mostly all speak English, 
in fact they told me that there was more English - 
spoken in the ‘Transvaal than Dutch, and it is 
my opinion that’ lot of these prisoners,.and 
the most, of the men we fought against were 
either English, Irish, or Scottish, put bam sure 
there were very few Dutch anonyst them. 

‘But Lam telling you' about the end of it 
instead of the beginning, Well, here goes. 
About one o'clock the day of the 21st October 
Twas sitting writing a lelter in pencil to’ you 
when the captain came past shouting, ‘get 
dressed quick, C Company—we have to be out 
on the veldtin an hour's time, The encmy 
are there.” We all laughed, and said it would 
likely..be like the last turn out. We did not 
meet them, and had all our work for nothing. 
However, we gota hint that we were going for 
them, and we were dressed and ready in less 
{han an hour's time. - We then niarched down 
to the station just in time to see the Devon 
Regiment going out by train. We got into the 
next train, and were steaming off in about ten 
minutes from, the time we marched into the 
station, We ha . 
us, so J-can assure you it was a quick, move.’ 
We travelled along the ‘linc. until, we Saw the 
artillery and cavalry on the yond. We slowed 
down to let them move with us, and went on 
Ike this for about half a mile, Then we dis- 
entrained about eight or nine miles from a 
station called Elandslaagte. The-Devons com- 
menced. the advance, the cavalry scouts in 
front, of course, the artillery on aiir left, also 
the sth Lancers, all in extended order ; on our 
Hight wa bad the Imperial Light Horse, a corps 
got tp fo hiscatore—and—t-fine-bravet
